ESTERE IS NAMED IN CALIFORNIA, 
He Has Slight Opposition in the Repub- 
lican State Convention,

Sacramento, Cal., June 20.—Morris M. 
Estee of Napa was nominated for Governor 
today by the State Repubiican convention. 
None.-of the other candidates made a strong 
showing, though there was some opposition 
this morning. A test vote came on an amend- 
ment to the report of the committee on order 
of business offered by the unti-Kstee men. 
The amendment provided that the nomina- 
tions for Justices of the supreme bench should 
be made before that of ‘Governor. The Estee 
men opposed this and defeated the armend- 
ment by a vote of 498 to 347. This showed 
Estee’s strength and the back of the opposi- 
tion to him was broken. The convention pro- 
ceeded according to program .and the plat- 
form was adopted without contest. 

The principal points of the platform are as 
follows: 

It indorses the national platform of 1892 and 
the McKinley bill. The repeal of the Federal 
election law by the Democratic Congress is de- 
nounced, as is also the Democratic Hawaiian 
policy. The Wilson bill is condemned as a sec- 
tional attempt to injure the producers, manu- 
facturers, and laborers of the Nation and a cor- 
rupt surrender to trusts which will resalt in 
raising the price of the necessaries of life and at 
the same time constantly increase the deficiency 
in the National revenue, which deficiency will be 
met by such odious measures as an income tax 
and increased internal duties. The treatment 
accorded sailors and soldiers by the Interior De- 
partment in the payment of pensions is de- 
nounced as an insult. The scheme to place wool 
on the free list is denounced and the demand 
made that this great industry be guarded by ap- 
propriate ldgisiation from unfair competition 
with foreign countries, 

The silver plank was follows: 

‘* We favor the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 and the making of 
silver as well as gold jegal tender in bayment of 
all dabts, both sett te and private, and we pledge 
our Congressional nominees to support the prin- 
ciples contained in this resolution.” 

it demands the enactment and strict enforce- 
ment of such laws as will absoluteiy and ef- 
fectuatly prohibit immigration of all foreign 
laborers, both skilled and unskilled, into this 
country. Government aid in construction and 
management of the Nicaragua Canal is demand: 
ed, and competing transcontinental railroad to 
San Francisto and competing lines throughout 
the State are favored. 

Mob violence andanarchistic outbreaks are de- 
nounced, and protection to. life, liberty, and 
property is demanded, The enforcement of the 
(Chinese exclusion act and other legislation look- 
ing toward the removal of the Chinese from the 
country is demanded, and the action of the Pros- 
ident in suspending and thus practically nallify- 
ing this wholesome legislation and his attempt 
by treaties with the Chinese Minister to abrogate 
the same are denounced. 

The woman suffrage plank is as follows: 

* Believing that tazation without representa- 
tion is against the principles of this government 
we favor the extension of the right of suffrage to 
all citizens of the United States, both mén and 
women,” 

The convention .then proceeded to make 
nominations. M. M. Estee of Napa, State 
Treasurer;; John McDonald of Stpckton, 
Gen. N. P. Chipman of Red Bluff, and W. E. 
Preston of San Mateo were piaced in nomi- 
naffon. There wasa stanipede in Estee’s fa- 
vor and he was nominated on the first ballot. 
The vote was: Estee, 661; Chipman, 87; Mc- 
Donald, 76; Preston, 18.

Bloom of Health Missing from Her Cheeks, 
as She Has Been Under the Care of a 
Physician Constantly<—Her Praise of 
Lady Henry Somerset—Calls John Burns 
England’s Greatest Man=—Talks of Suf- 
frage and Prohibition=—Erastus Wiman 
Sentenced for Five Years and Six Months.

E. Willard arrived here from Liverpool today 

on the White ‘Star line steamer Teutonic. 

Miss Willard was accompanied by Anna 


Gordon, . her companion and _. private | 


secretary for seventeen years. The ladies 
were welcomed at the pier’ by a jubilant crowd 
of temperance advocates and woman suffrag- 
ists, among whom were Mrs. T. B. Carse of 
Chicago: Mrs. Mary T. Burt, State President 
of the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union ; 
Mrs, Frances J, Barnes, General Secretary of 
the Young Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union; Mrs. W. J. Demorest of Sorosis, and 
Mrs. Elizabeth B, Grannis of this city. 

Miss Willard was seen by a reporter” for 
Tua Tripuns this afternoon in the parlor of 
her suite at Miller’s Rotel, During her ab- 
sence in Europe she has lost none of her un- 
paralleled brilliancy as a conversationalist or 
her gentleness as a woman. But the bloom 
of health has fled from Miss Willard’s cheeks. 
She has-been under the doctor’s care for a 
year. She is a sick woman, although she 
will not admit it, This ig what she says: 

‘**1lam now in my 55th year; and though I 
have had two acute illnesses and several slight 
ones, my health is so uniform that | have often 
laughingly told my friends | had composed 
the first line of my greatepie and it is this: 
‘ Painless in a world of pain.’ 

“* The chief wonder of my life is «that I 
dare to have so good a time physically, men- 
tally, and religiously. | have swung like a 
pendulum through my years—without haste. 
without rest. What it would be to have an 
idle hour | find it hard to fancy. My whole 
life has been spent in intellectual activities. 

‘* During the last twenty years | have been 
perpetually on the road, going 15,000 to 
20,000 miles a year, holding a meeting once 
adayon an. average throughout the entire 
period. This is not a hygienic mode of pro- 
cedure, and to breathe car air and audience 
atinosphere year in and year out is not cot- 
ducive to the best development. However, 
here I am, feeling well and happy, for I am 
really giad to get back to the folks agam.”’ 

‘* How were you received in England?’’ 

Received with Kindness in England. 

‘With uniform kindness, always and every- 
where,”’ replied Miss Willard. ‘* During my 
long stay in the country | was the guest of 
Lady Henry.Somerset, one of the sweetest 
and brainiest women that ever tived. By the 
way, | found among the brainy women of 
England some remarkable speakers. They 
are just as good as ours, Here are tour En- 
glish orators who cannot be eclipsed, and Il 
mention them inthe order of merit: Lady 
Henry Somerset, Lady Carlisle, Mrs. Milli- 
cent Fawcett,’ widow of the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, and Annie Besant.”’ 

“Did you meet any, of England’s great 
men?” 

‘Yes, | met Mr. Gladstone, Lord Rosebery, 
and John Burns—England’s three greatest 


men, and | consider John Burns the greatest‘ 


of the three. The whole air of EKugland pul- 
sates with the labor question, and John Burns 
is the people's Hremier today. .Honest John! 
He is so trus.worthy, so gifted! 7 

‘* By the way, we invited John Burns to at- 
tend one of our meetings in favor of woman 
sulfrage. ‘This was his reply, and it was read 
by Richard Cobden’s danghter: ‘I only need 
say that I have not forgotten that | am my 
mother’s son and the husband of my wife.

‘*It looks as though the women will have the : 


ballot in England before we do, indeed they 
have a vote now in all parishes and in all mu- 
nicipalities, All they need further is the right 
to vote for parliamentary candidates. Just 


before [ left Engiand I heard Sir John Hall. 


speak at one of our meetings. Sir John Hall 
is ex-Premier of New Zealand. He said that 
the enemies Of woman suffrage were the 
liquor men, and that they had every reason to 
be enemies, because the woman’s vote was 
overwhelmingly against liquor shops.”’ 

‘* What of the temperance movement in En- 
giland?’’ ' 

‘* it is just on the crest of the wave. No- 
body smiles any more at the mention of tem- 
perance; no one has sneers for the temper- 
ance reformer;-in England he is now.looked 
upon with the titmost respect. There is a bill 
now pending in the British Parliament called 
the local veto bill. Its purpose is to'put con- 
trol of the liquor traffic in the. hands of the 
people of the localities, The Liberal party is 
committed to the measure. But the House of 
Lords obstructs it.’ 

he Did you visit Ireland during your trav- 
els?” 

‘* Yes, after lecturing all over England and 
Scotland | went to Dublin and lectured there. 
The people of Dublin treated me with great- 
est kindness. ‘We held a glorious meeting in 
Leinster hall—the largest hall in Dublin—and 
started the first white ribbon movement in 
the land of the immortal shamrock.

Queen’s Hall, London, before I left Engiand. 
Lady Heury Somerset presided and among 
the speakers were Sir Wilfrid Lawson and 
Canon Wilberforce. The enthusiasm was 
great, but not greater than that which wel- 
comed me at Leinster Hall, Dublin, on the 
eve of my departure for home.”’ 

‘* Do you foreshadow success for the prohi- 
bition movement in the United States?’

asking for protection’ from a stfnulant which 
nerves with dangerous strength the arm 
that <iod. meant to be woman's shelter and 
protection, so that Wwan’'s cruelty becomes 
greatest to those he loves best.

AMENDING THE INCOME TAX PLAN, 


Changes Decreed by the Finance Commit- 
4 tee Presented by Mr. Vest. 
Wasuineron, D. C., June 20.—Senator Vest 

today introduced the amendments . which he 

announced heretofore would be offered by the 

Finance committee to the income tax pro- 

visions before that part of the tariff bill was 

reached. The first of the amendments pro- 
vides that mutual life insurance companies 
shall not be required to pay an income tax 


upon the sums repaid to their policy- 
holders as dividends or interest 
upon the surplus premiums held 


by such companies. The provision regarding 
building and loan associations is, changed to 
read as follows: ‘** That nothing herein con- 
tained shall apply to the loans made by build- 
ing and loan associations to their sharehold- 
ers for the purpese of enabling them to pro- 
vide for themselves homes.’ It is also by 


the amerfiiments- made the duty of 
persons acting as trustees for  es- 
tates or trusts to render returns 


upon them when the incomes annually ex. 
ceed $3,500. Another amendment requires 
the internal Revenue Commissioner to pre- 
scribe the form of the affirmation or oath re. 
quired from the President or chief officer of 
a corporation or company in giving the net 
proceeds of his company, In the paragraph 
relating to these returns by corporations there 
is a change which provides a penalty for re. 
fusing to make returns instead of refusing to 
pay the penalties, which js evidently the cor. 
rection of an incongruity in the former print, 

Another ._amendment exempts fraternal 
‘beneficiary societies, orders, or associations 
operating upon the lodge system, and which 
provide for the payment of life, sick. acci- 
dent, and other benefits to the members of 
such societies and their dependents, from the 
operations of the law. An exemption is also 
made in the case of such saving banks, 
saving institutions. or associations as have no 
stockholders or members except depositors 
and no capiial except deposits; those that 
shall not receive deposits to an uggregate 
amount in any one year of more than 
$1,000 from the same depositor; those that 
shalinot aliow an accumulation or: total of 
deposits by any one depositor exceeding $1L0,- 
OOO: ‘those that shali actualiy divide and dis- 
tribute to their depositors, gatably to deposits, 
all the earnings over the nefessary and proper 
expenses of such bank, institution, or society, 
except such as shall be applied to surplus; 
and also those that shall “not possess in any 
form a surplus fund exceeding 10 per cent of 
the aggregate deposits, 


NOTES FROM THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 
Instructions to Indian Agents and Others 
Touching Open Market Parchases., 
WASHINGTON, D. C., June 20.—Secretary Smith 
has ordered that all Indian Agents and Superin- 
tendents of agency schools be directed to make 
requests for open market purchases of supplies 
ouly when actually necessary. Ina communica- 
tion to the Commissioner of . Indian Affairs the 
Secretary says: “‘In many instances authority 
for open market purchases is requested 
when the exigency contemplated by 
law does not exist. The practice has obtained to 
some extent probably because of change of 
agents. You will instruct all agents that author- 
| for open market purchases will not be grant- 
ed when the necessity is such as could have been 
foreseen in time to make the purchases in ac- 
cordance withthe true intent and meaning of 
the ‘aw. You will impress upon them the néces- 
sity for a close adherence to the law in this re- 
spect. 


The Salvadorean Refugees. 

A visit to Acting Secretary Ufil by Sefior Ro- 
mero,’ the Mexican Minister, lent color to the 
supposition that he had come by instruction of 
President Diaz to ask the United States Govern- 
ment to protect Antonio Ezeta and the other 
Salvadorean refugees aboard the United States 
steamer Bennington at La Libertad. The Minis- 
ter, however, politely refused to discuss the sub- 
ject of his visit, and Acting Secretary Uhl was 
equally reticent. There is reason to believe a 
further commanication @rom Capt. Thomas rela- 
tive to the disposition of the refugees aboard bis 
ship was received today by Secretary Herbert.

tificates. The Treasury receipts so far this 
month aggregate $286.877,632 and the ex. 
penditures $361,151,337, leaving a deficit 
‘for the year up to this time of $74,273,705. 


GOLDZIER OPPOSES HATCH’S BILL, 


His Argument Is That the Anti-Option 
Measure Is Unconstitutional. 

Wasuineton, D. C., June 20.—[Special.]— 
Congressman Goldzier delivered a long speech 
against the anti-option bill today, prior to 
-which Farmer Hatch had made arrangements 
for a vote to be taken on the measure Friday. : 
In the course of his remarks Mr. Goldzier 
said: 

Mr. Chairman, legislation of the kind which is 
before the House now has n before govern- 
ments—democratic, monarchical, and aristocrat- 
ic—from time immemorial. From time immemo- 
rial there has been a set of mountebank politicians 
who believed, or made the people believe, that it 
was within their power to do something extraor- 
dinary for them by restraiming one law of nature 
or by accelerating the .action of another law of 
nature. And from time immemorial—from the 
time of the Greeks down to the. beginning of 
the century in England and ail} over the 
world—all such attempts have proved’ futile. 
If 1 were to characterize legislation of this 
kind in one word I should say it was upon the 
style of the “blue glass” craze—acureall: or 
that it’ was in legislation what the so-called 
‘faith cure”’ is in medicine—something which 
is supposed to and is held out by its authors to 
bring about a reform, an entire reyglution of ex- 
isti conditions. The keynote of this sort of 
legislative legerdemain is given by a question 
which was interjected the otner day, I believe, 
by my friend from Missouri. He takes the ros: 
trum and asks in sonorous words, “Is it not 
about time that we dosomething for the farm- 
er?” In answering that question 1 stand upon 
the broad basis of the Constitution of the United 
States which has never authorized you or your 
predecessors to pick out any single class of the 
community for the ty rpose of doing something 
for them—good, bad, or indifferent. 

Mr. Marsh—Does my coliéague think this bill 
will have the effect of raising the price of food? 

Mr. Goldzier—I do not think it will. I think it 
will have neeffect at ail. Lam not speaking of 
raising pe price of food; | am speaking of the 
effect which the promoters 'of this bill claim it 
will have. 

Mr. Marsh—And that effect, you-think, will be 
a bad one? 

Mr. Goldzier—Yes, sir; and in thinking it will 
be a bad one let me state to my colleague I am 
not alone, and tthis is no new idea of mine. 
Throughout English legislation, upon which our 
laws are based, you find what? Ywu will find that 
the law prevents, not combinations to lower the 
price of food. but at all times it prevents, or has 
_ prevented, combinations to raise the price of 
f 


" Marsh Reiterates His Question. 


Mr. Marsh—May I ask my colleague, does he 
think this bill would reduce the price of-food? 

Mr. Goldzier—No, sir. 

Mr. Marsh—Then the question of the, price of 
food hereafter is eliminated from this question? 

Mr. Goidzier—Yes, sir; except that | am meet- 
ing the arguments, the sham arguments, ad- 
vanced in favor of this bill. I say that it is ab- 
solutély untrue that this bill will affect, the price 
of food, the price of grain, or the- price of the 
articles of merchandise mentioned in it, one way 
or the other. I say that it is not true, and | want 
to prevent it from going out to the farmer, who 
seems to be considered by the gentlemen who ad- 
vance such arguments as the most unenlightened 
animal in the world, and to prevent him from 
being humbugged by such reasoning. : 

Mr. Marsh—If this bill does not affect the price 
of food wherein is it necessary to -plead for the 
laborer? 

Mr. Goldzier—Let me say to my colleague once 
more that I am taking up. the arguments, if they 
can be called arguments, which have been ad- 
vanced here for this bill. I say. that this bill 
dtoes not and will not affect the prices of food. 
What I am arguing against is. the intention. The 
gentleman from Pennsylvania (Mr. Sibley) yes- 
terday in answerto a question*which I put to 
him directly, “ Do you consider the falling of the 
prices of victuals as a blessing or otherwise?’ 
said: “*No; if | had my way I would raise the 
prices of victuals as high as I could.” | 
(Mr. Marsh—Then, if | understand my'colleague 
correctly, he is not talking against what isin 
this bill. but is simply criticising what somebody 
has said on this floor. 

Mr. Goldzier—Yes, sir. If I were to attack 
what is in this bill I would have to take up the 
old fight of Don Quixote against the windmills, 
fer there is nothing tangible in this bill-—there is 
nothing here to fight against except the utter- 
ances of the advocates of this) bill. 

Mr. Marsh—Then, if the bill is_ so perfectly 
harmless that the gentieman can find nothing in 
it to attack, why not let it go? 

Mr. Goldzier—Tha@bill is perfectly harmless, 
but I will tell the gentleman why I will not let it 
go. I willnotlet this bill go because when | 
took my seat in this house [ raised up my hand 
and swore to support the Constitution of the 
United States as understood it. Therefore I 
attack this bill, although it is barmless, because, 
to my mind, and I think to the mind of any one 
who can read as he runs, this proposed legisla- 
tion is unconstitutional, and is an interference 
with the sacred rights of the States, For that 
reason, and for none other, I attack this bill.

NOT ACRIME TOSTEAL A DECOY LETTER. 
The Postoftice Inspector in this city, having 
his doubts as to the honesty of one of the car- 
riers, placed some marked billsin a letter, 
put a special delivery stamp on it, and gave it 
to the suspected carrier to deliver. The lat- 
ter, finding no person atthe number given 
answering to tho name of the addressee, 
pocketed the letter and the money, He was 
tried before Judge Grosscup this week and 
acquitted, the Judge instructing the jury that 
unless they believed the letter taken was 
mailed in good faith to be carried through 
the mails and not for the mere vurpose of 
seeing whether somebody would ateal it, it 
was their duty to acquit.. A somewhat sim- 
ilar decision was made by. the Judge a week 


ago. 


The Postoffice authorities are not pleased 
with this ruling in behalf of the thief, as it 
prevents their making use for the conviction 
of offenders of the expedient to which they 
have resorted so often and so success[uily for 
the purpose of testing the honesty of-a sus- 
pected carrier. The ruling of the Judge is 
not that this practice is wrongful, or that it is 
immoral to lead a man into temptation, but 
that a decoy letter is not in the mail at all, 


| within the meaning of the statute, and conse- 


quently a person cannot be tried under a 
United States law for taking it. 
It is not likely. that this method of testing 


the honesty of a subordinate will be aban- - 


doned. For evén if a man who steals a decoy 
letter cannot be punished for it in a Federal 
court under this curious construction of the 
law, he can at least be dismissed from the 
service with great promptness by the Post- 
master.

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THE TRIPLE LABOR ‘ALLIANCE. 
A convention is called to sit in Springfield, 
early next month for the purpose of 
merging into oue yast organization the 
Knights of Labor, the American Railway 
Union, and the Farmers’ Alliance. The -lead- 


ers of the movement claim they will be able- 


to control a million and a half of men, of 
whom the farmers will form fully one-third. 
They allege a belief that the movement will 
‘“* benetit the condition of the wage-earners.”’ 
How would it do that? 

Suppose the railroad workers under pe 
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rent, et fc. and thus ta’ eid Déther of h 
- fore, But the farmer would ‘be much worse 
off. the ‘prices he receives for most of 
the atticles he produces are fixed by what 
they can be sold for in foreign markets after 
the costs of transportation and handling have 
been paid. The competition of wheat grown 
in Russia, India, and Argentina, and of mut- 
ton from Australia, would keep down prices 
in the British Isles, and the American farmer 
would have to pay out of his own pocket all 
the increase in the cost of transportation to 
the foreign market. Qn the other hand he 
must pay far higher prices for all the products 
of the cities and towns, of the mines and 
forests, the cost to him being enhanced by 
the greater compensation paid to both the 
other classes of workers who ptopose to form 
adreibund compact with him, Truly he would 


- be the chief sufferer by the arrangement pro- 


posed ostensibly for his benefit, but which 
would saddle him with the cost of all the ad- 
vantage to be gained by the workers in the 
cities and on the railroads. 

And if those two classes’ could gain any 
benefit it must beat the expense of the re- 
maining members .of the community. But 
how would that work? Except a very few, 
of the class which these folks call ‘ million- 
aires,”’ the rest of the community find it just 
as hard work to live as do the members who 
form these labor confederations. The teach- 
er, clerk, lawyer, doctor, shopkeeper, and a 
hunared other occupations either must put up 
their prices too, or buy much less than before. 
In the first case the combiners could not gain 
any advantege by the general rise which gave 
everybody a higher compensation in propor- 
tion to the increased higher cost of produc- 
tion and transportation, In the second, and 
most probable case, there must be a heavy 
falling off in consumption, which would tell 
on the combination. Manufacturerg and 
railroad carriers would not want nearly so 
mahy mena to work for them when there. was 
less demand for the dear. goods. Then there 
would bea cessation of building houses, fac- 
tories, and railroads, and in the demand for 
machinery, all of which would still further 
depress the labor market, and throw tens of 
thousands out of employment. . The persons 
who are proposing to form this confederation 
against the rest of the community are blow- 
ing a soap’ bubble, chasing a will-o’-the 
wisp, in seeking to better the condition of the 
toilers by injuring the condition of the re- 
mainder of the people. Worse than that. 
They are working to bring upon society more 
disastrous conditions than any which have 
afflicted it by reason of Democratic misrule 
in the last twelve months. 
gates do not see that the attempt to carry out 
such a selfish policy would react to the dam- 
age of the men undertaking it. If they 
would first reflect a little about the 
relation of labor to cost they would see it is 
only in small lines of action, which have a 
practical monopoly of the market in certain 
branches, that any real rise of pay greater 
than a corresponding rise in the cost of what 


they have to buy can be effected by combina- 


tion to fleece the rest of the community. They 
no more can raise up the,surplus earnings of 
a whole people by their methods than they 
can lift the general Ievel of the land above 
the ocean. A people cannot have more than 
the total of production, and if by an increase 
of cost or interference with the processes of 
production they have less produced there is sé 
much the less to distribute, consume, and en- 
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THE EPISCOPALIAN RUCTION. 

Now that the Presbyterian brethren have 
settled their differences, temporarily at least, 
by dismissing their heretics, the theological 
storm center seems to have fixed itself among 
the Episcopalian brethren with an area of 
very low barometer and equally high ther- 
mometer. As usual, also, the turmoil is in 
Chicago. What the pother is all about is not 
very clear to an outsider, It seems to be a 
three-sided affair and a general breaking up 
of the dreibund hitherto existing between 
Bishop McLaren, the Rev. Floyd W. Tom- 
kins, late of St. James’, who is accused of 
having beem + low,’’ and Father Larrabee of 
the Ascension, who is accused of being 
‘“*high,”’ from which we are led to infer that 
the good Bishep is medium. Brother Tom- 
kins has been forced out of St. James’, 
though he was accused of being so ‘‘low”’ 
that he leaned over towards Presbyterianism, 
the Bishop's old doctrine. He was in constant 
hdét water with the Bishop, and the Bishop is a 
fighter when his mad ‘is up. Exactly how 
Tomkins went is not certain, but it is certain 
he went. Then Fatner Larrabee, it is asserted, 
im prudently mixed in with the quarrel, and as 
soon as the Bishop had disposed of the *tlow”’ 
brother he turned his attention to the 
‘*high”’ father, and some spicy correspond- 
ence seems to have passed between 
them. The point in doubt is whether 
this triangular fight isa personal or a theo- 
logical one. if it be purely theological, it 
may be explained perhaps upon the assump- 
tion that the Bishop is a strict constructionist, 
as might be expected of a Bishop with former 
Presbyterian ideas. He goes asfar as the 
Prayer Book goes and no farther. It is prob- 
able that Brother Tomkins was so “‘ low” he 
did not come up to the requirements, and that 
the Bishop thought he ought to have the stoles 
and vestments and candles and other appli- 
ances which are now forbidden. It is certain 
that’ Father Lafrabee has gone beyond what 
is set down in the rubric, and that the Bishop 
is as much displeased with him as he was with 
Father Ritchie, and as he probably would be 
with any other rector who took the Roman 
Catholic prefix of father and ran his church 
so that an outsider could not distinguish it 
from a RomanCatholic church. Thisis about 
the way it looks to a man up a tree. Mean- 
while the Bishop, being a close mouthed man, 
will not talk to newspapers, high, low, or 
medium, but it is pretty certain he will have 
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on mri Sen salesman: 
a pre aN soo since 
then tat thetarea gooll thing to have in the 
family. Why cannot he makea fight in the 
House for free sugar and the reciprocity 
agreements and against a sugar schedule 
which breaks those agreements that have done 
so much for American trade and which will 
give the sugar trust the revenues from sugar 
for the first five or six 
Democratic tariff bill?

If the police 
obey the order of their chief the janitors of 
business structures and lazy, dirty household- 
ers all over the residenee parts of the city 
will be arrested and taught a lesson in clean- 
liness which they greatly need, But will they 
be arrested? Will the nuisance be stopped or 
will it be allowed to continue? The odds are 
that the order will not be worth the paper on

Political Consequences of the Income Tax. 


New York Sun (Dem.): Reflect for a moment 
upon what it means to make the minimum limit 
of the taxable income $4,000, so far as individual 
earnings are concerned. In Prussia the jninimum 
limit is less than $300; in Great Britain it is 
$600; it was not much higher in’ the case of the 
income tax levied during our civil war. In such 
cases the incidence of direct taxation of earnings 
is so widely distributed that no small body of 
persons feels itself singled out for oppressive dis- 
crimination or becomes tainted with distrust and 
dislike of political institutiofis which can be 
warped to their injury. It is otherwise when 
the minimum limit of taxable individual income 
is placed so high as $4,000; for, in this case, ac 
cording to the computations of the Secretary of 
the Treasury,tne whole burien of the tax will 
fall on about 85,000 persons. [Courting the 
stockholders in banks, railways, and other corpo- 
rations who will be taxed g¢he number hit will 
exceed a million.] It is safe to say that these 
85,000 persous include almost every man in the 
Northern States who has demonstrated remarka- 
le skill, thrift, intelligence, and energy; every 
. employer of labor ona considerable sca @: every

Theimprove- 
ment, he said, would cost a vast- amount of 
money, but he proposed to leave it to the 
board, and he did not think they would pass 
the order. S. C. Waller said thé North Side 
residents peid enormous taxes for the preser- 
vation of Lincoln Park—in. fact, one-third of 
all taxes paid went to the park fund, He ad- 
vocated keeping the park just as it was.

The first day’s session:of the fifth annual 
. convention of the National Association of Life 
Underwriters was held yesterday in Recital 
Hall. Auditorium Building. The visitors, who 
number 150, are a fine-looking body of men. 
They come from the States that lie between 
Maine and Colorado and Minnesota and the 
Gulf. 

It was 11 o’clock befare the convention was 
called to order by President Charles H. Fer- 
guson of Chicago, who introduced Dr. $. J. 
McPherson of the Second Presbyterian 
Church, who offered prayer, After asking a 
blessing on the convention and its work Dr. 
McPherson offeréd an earnest plea fot the 
recovery from a dangerous illness ef George 
M. Fergusot:; the son of the President of the 
association. At the close of the prayer Sec. 
retary E. H. Plummer of Philadelphia calied 
the roll of delegates, | 

Mayor Hopkins was unable to be present, 
and Corporation Counsel Harry Rubens told 
the delegates they were welcome. Mr, Rubens 
said he congratulated Chicago on their pres- 
ence and congratulated them in turn for being 
able to hold their convention in the finest 
summer-resort in the United States. He said 
this city was the largest in the country; full 
to the brim of prudence and intelligence, : the 
latter fact making the life-insurance men par- 


known that the best investment possible was 
a policy of life insurance. Closing, the’ Cor- 
poration Counsel said: 
sincerely regrets that he cannot be here, but 
‘fn hisnamel say: ‘Chicago is here; it is 
yours as long as you choose to honor us with 


your presence.’ 
The rules governing former conventions 


were adopted. 
President Ferguson's Review of the Work. 


President Charles H. Ferguson then deiiv- 
-ered hisaddress of welcome, Which in part was: 
You are here assembled, the chosen representa- 
tives of the great army of life insurance agents, 
which thus:evyinces its deep interest in this move- 
ment, ite desire to-eradicate the evils that have 
crept into our business, and its ambition to place 
the profession of life insurance On the high plane 
itis entitled to occupy. By the acceptance of 
the trust imposed and your presence here you, 
éntiemen, individually ‘and collectively mani- 
est an é¢arnestnoess of purpose and exhibit a faith 
in the ‘work we have undertaken to which no 
words of mine can do justice, 

When we refiect that itis but four years and a 
day since, in the historic City of Boston, this or- 
ganization was tirst given lite ; that it then con- 
sisted of delegates from ‘only fourteen agsocia- 
tions: that the second meeting in Detroit in 
June, 1891, was composed of twenty-five delega- 
tions, the thira in New York in September, 18¥°2, 
of thirty, and the fourth at Cleveland Sept. 3, 
LBY3, of thirty one, while this, your fifth conven 
tion, coasists’of delegates from no less than thir- 
ty-seven associations, it is indeed a subject for 
congratulation. 

it is not, however, alone of the increase in 
numbers regarding which I desire you to rejoice 
with me, nor yet on the fact that our present 
gatheribg ¢mbraces representatives from. practi- 
ehily every association that has at any time allied 
itself with the national body, but from the inter- 
nal evidence of progress, which, applying to the 
local associations geverally, must be appare: it to 
every nan present, 

The recommendations made at our last conven- 
| tion, that bad for their object the bringing in 

| closer relationship of our members by the intro 
duction of a uniform topic, and the admirable 
mantier in which the idea bas been carriéd out, 
supplemented previous efforts, and has tended, in 
no slight degree, to| bring about our improved 
condition. 

To what extent our work shall be carried out 
on its present lines or in what respects modified 
it will be for you to determine after listeuing to 
the reports of the gentlemen at the head of the 
ditferent committees having this work in charwe. 

Personally I should like to see the scope of the 
work extended and encouragement given to the 
local association to devise moggods for the mut- 
ual protection of their members in: regard to a 
class of evils which, not beifg complicated by 
legal enactments, it is possible to modify if not 
altogether eradicate. | have in mind more par- 
ticularly our business relations with agents and 
the fact that there is at present no equitable 
method for the adjustment of differences between 
us, even under cofitracts specifically drawn; 
hence I would recommend such action by this 
body as in its wisdom may be deemed best for all 
con¢erned, 

In ordér to simplify, and possibly facilitate, 
the workings of the National Association it has 

curred to me that at seme future moeting it 
might be well to consider the wisdom ahd ad- 
yisability of making the President of this asso- 
ciation ex-officio Chairman of its Executive com- 
mittee, 

Organized as we. are today, with the home of 
the President distant from that of the Secretary 
some 900 miles, with the Treasurer and Chair- 
man of the Executive committee still farther 
distant, it has been impracticable for the Execu- 
tive officers to meet for conference as often as the 
heeds of the association may ‘have required. [| 
would therefore recommend that in the sélection 
of.your official staff for coming years you bear 
these facts in mind, and that you arrange, so far 
as possible. without injustice to those who have 
by their eartest efforts in the association work 
merited promotion at your hands, to select the 
leading officers of the body from some one part 
of the country, thus enabling them to meet.as 
occasion may demand, without the great sacrifice 
of time and money heretofore required. 

In the absence of Richard A. MeCurdy, 
Presidenf of the Mutual Life of New York, a 
short address was delivered ‘by Willard Mer- 
rill, Seeond ,Vice-President of the Northwest- 
ern Mutual Life. Mr. Merrill reviewed the 
changes that had taken place ih insurance 
methods in the last twenty years. He told of 
the marked improvement in the character of 
the work and in the character of the men en- 
gaged. The abuses that existed, Mr. Merrill 

believed, have been pretty nearly rooted out, 
The representatives of the different companies 
are no longer,divided into hostile camps, but 
as the result of local organizations there are 
‘now sympathy and codperation. Whatever 
‘has been done, Mr. Merrill said, to remove 
the rebate evil was the result of such organ- 
igations. He thought the days of the rebate 
were practically numbered, ‘* No biisiness, 
no profession,’ -continued Mr. Merrill, 
'* stands ppon a. higher plane than our own. 
It is side by side with the gospel, for we care 
for the widow and the fatherless.”’ 


Dénounce Income Tax eon Policy- Holders. 


A resolution denouncimg the income tax as 
especially burdensome to pclicy-holders in 
life insurance companies was referred to the 
Executive committee. The resolution em- 
bodied a declaration that the association ask 
Congress to exempt policy-holdets in mutual 
life companies. from the provisions of the tax 
bill, and ‘that when each delegate has signed 
the resolution it be forwarded to Senator 
Palmer. 

At the afternoon session and prior to the 
discussion of the report of the Exeeutive com- 
mittee George W. Phillips, Actuary of the 
Equitable, delivered an address. Mr. Phil- 

lips is a -tavorite, He went to the front of 
the platform to begin his, speech, but it 
was two. minutes before he had a chance. 
He paid a tribute to the courage and 
‘ability of the life insurance agents and then 
attacked the prevalent extravagant tendencies 
of life company management. He urged re- 
duction in expenses, protested against ‘bor- 
rowing from the future, and begged company 
, officers to remember that they were the trus- 
tees of countless widows and orphans. Before 
clasing he touched on labér troubles ahd made 
@ plea forthe use of the government's hand 
in quelling lawlessness in those placés where 
the State Executive seemed apathetic, * in 
order that we may know. whether the few bad 
or the many good citizens shall rule.’ 

The following recommendations of ‘the Ex- 
ecutive committee to local associations were 
| adopted 

That as clearly as practical meetings should be 
held each month, and that at each meeting one of 
the features should be some kind of an ehtertain- 
ment, @xperience having proven that these asso- 
ciations accomplish the most good that give most 
attention to the cultivation of sociability; that 
there be as many meetings held as is practical, at 
which Enpre shall be invited'as guests those not 
engaged inthe insurauce business; that local as- 
sociations consider the expediency of so arrang- 
ing the terms of officeof their Executive com- 
mittee that only one-thitd of the number will be 
elected at eacit annual election; that the annual 
election in all associations arranged to take 
place in the month of February. 

Tier were other recommendations touch- 
ae oe rebate question and the issuing of cer- 
tificates of membership. 

The question of recommending that the Na- 
tional Association devise a plan whereby 
honest agents will protected against the 
“rounder,” and w ereby unworthy men 
would find employment in this business im-

A resolution introduced by C, E. Ady de- 
ploring the rebate system was in substance a 
request that the officers of life insurance com- 
panies shoula discontinue the brokerage and 
bonus system of agency contracts so that its 
outgrowth, the rebate evil, should be extir- 
pated. Mr. Ady’s resolution went to the Ex- 
ecutive committee. The convention then ad- 
journed untiltoday at10a.m. There will 
be two sessions today, morning and afternoon, 
and at 6 o'clock there will be given a banquet 
to the visitors by the Life Underwriters’ As- 
sociation of Chicago at the Auditorium Hotel.

TORY TO BE ORGANIZED.

Underwriters Appoint a Committee on 
Ways and Means=—Pian Is to Establish 
a Bureau for the Improvement of Elec- 
trical Fire Hazard, the Laboratory to 
Be Where Tests Are Conducted=—Trou- 
bles of the Pacific Union—Insurance De- 
tective Cowte on Trial in Milwaukee. 


At a meeting of underwriters held yester- 
day afternoon a committee was appointed to 
devise ways and means for organizing an 
electrical bureau and laboratory. It consists 
of Maj. C. E. Bliven of the Union Electrical 
committee, Eugene, Harbeck, Chairman of 
Local Board Commission No, 2, F. Bennett 
of Commission No. 1, William H. Cunning- 
ham of No. 3. E. L. Allen of No. 4, E. M. 
Teall, Chairman of the Executive committee 
of the Chicago Underwriters’ Association and 
the Chairman of the Finance committee of 
the same organization. The plan, as roughly 
outlined at present, is to establish a bureau 
for the improvement of the electrical fire 
hazard throughout the Nortnwest. This 
bureau is to collect and disseminate d&ta re- 
guarding fires resulting from electricity and 
educate underwriters on elettrical hazards. 
Outside of Chicago it will labor to secure uni- 
form ordinances providing for @ectric wiring 
and installation. In the laboratory tests will 
be made of all sorts of electric appliances 
and wiring. It is proposed to manage the 
bureau through the Chicago Unaerwriters’ 
Association, with the electrical expert of that 
association in charge. 


TROUBLES OF THE PACIFIC UNION, 
The Organization Will Hold a Meeting To- 
day to Harmonize Interests. 

After weeks of deliberation the Pacific In- 
surance Union is as far from a settlement of 
its difficulties as ever. Two committees have 
been struggling with a reorganization scheme 
for months, and now a. third committee, 
styled self-appointed, his made its appear- 
ance and will report at a general meeting to- 
day. The first committee of eleven, which 
drew up the amendments to the constitution, 
has not made any recent move. A minority 
committee of twenty will report today 
on changes thought desirable by it. The 
third committee, which promises to compli- 
cate matters, is formed by those general 
agents in San Franeisco who are compensat- 
ed on commission by theircompanies. There 
are thirteen members on the comnnittee. leav- 
ing very few members of the union who are 
not on one committee or the other, This 
committee will, it is said, insist upon a-limit 
of commissiong,to agents not to exceed 13 

on metropolitan business, 
to say. on the business 
‘ Francisco, Oakland, Ala- 
meda, arid Berkeley, or, if the city agent 
maintain a separate office exclusively for in- 
surance business, that he may be allowed an 
additional 5 per cent., Unless these terms are 
acceded to the committee will ask that an 
open rate be declared, or, in other words, 
that the union go out of business. The lead- 
ing agencies feprésented in this third com- 
mittee movement are those of Butler & 
Holden, Mann & Wilson, and Brown, Craig & 
Co. The Pacific Union will never agree to 
the demands of the third committee, and the 
prospects are excellent for open rates and a 
genéral suspension of rules. 


COWIE ON TRIAL IN MILWAUKEE, 


Chicago Insurance Detective’s Case of In- 
terest to Underwriters, 

Mitwavukee, Wis., June 20.—([Special, ]— 
The criminal case on trial in the Circuit 
Court against F. G. Cowie, the insurance de- 
tective of Chicago, is of interest to insurance 
men, as on its decision depends the adjust- 
ment of a loss which has been held in abey- 
ance since 1892, and.in coynection with 
which fraud is alleged. If Mr. Cowie is ‘con- 
victed it is probavle the insurance companies 
will have to pay the lose, as he has whatever 
evidences of fraud may exist, and if sent to 
prison the companies would have no case on 
which they could allege fraud and refuse to 
pay the loss. The case grows out of the con- 
flagration of Oct. 28, 1892, when the stock 
of F. Dohmen & Co;, a wholesale drug house, 
was destroyed.. At that time the stock was in- 
sured for $66,500. The insurance adjusters 
fixed the loss at $41,394, and some of 
the companies settled on that basis, paying 
Dohmen & Co. $24,000 before Dec. 24,: 
1893. After this adjustment, it is claimed, 
Cowie discovered there were irregularities 
and fraudulent representations as to the value 
of the stock, which would vitiate the policies. 
Eleven companies were convinced fraud: had 
been perpetrated. They put F. G, Cowie to 
work and i in a short time he secured from the 
employés of the Dohmen company affidavits 
supporting these claims, Judge Gary, the 
attorney for the companies, and A, B, Red- 
field, an insurance adjuster, tried to settle the 
ease by paying 50 per cent of the loss. 
The negotiations fell through and Doh- 
men & Co. had Cowie arrested on 
the charge of sending a_threat- 
ening letter through the mails. The case has 
been hanging fire for a year ard came to trial 
today. Judge Gary of Chicago was among 
the important witnesses. He said when he 
was here trying to settle the case one of the 
firm of Dohmen & Co. admitted to him that 
some of the employés of the firm after the 
fire, under instructions, wet some of the stock 
which had not been damaged by fire. Henry 
Dohmen, the ‘Treasurer of the company, was 
on the stand and admitted all that had been 
claimed about the firm entering into negotia- 
tions to settle the loss. He Was asked if the 
firm did not admit wetting some goods to get 
the insurance, but it was objected to, as it 
would incriminate him, and the court listened 
to arguments pro and con about the advisa- 
bility of the evidence.
